REMARKS 



Claims 1 through 10 have been amended to conform to U.S. claiming practice and as 
required by the Examiner. No new matter has been entered foregoing by any of the amendments. 
However, Applicant notes that the Examiner has not substantively addressed the patentability of 
claims 8 through 10. Prosecution of these claims is respectfully requested. 

Turning to the Examiner's rejection of Claims 1 through 7 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12 as 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claiming the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention, Claims 1 through 7 have been amended to correct the 
problems noted by the Examiner. Accordingly, it is believed that the Examiner's rejections have 
been rendered moot.
